QURVIVOR TELLS 0 
cA HORROR 


Man Who Sein From Vol- 


turno to Carmania Re- 
lates Thrilling Story 


Firemen Rebel While Men and 
Women Are Panic-Stricken by 
Fear—Seamen Rush to Boats 


London— The latest accounts of the 
disaster to the steamship Volturno, 
burned and abandoned in: mid-Gcean 
last Friday morning, cohtirm that the 
loss of life will be limited to about 186. 

Ten steamships, which had been called 
by the wireless telegraph, surrounded 
the Volturno for 16 hours while the fire 
raged at its height, but none of the 
rescue fleet were able to render assist- 
ance until the terrific storm abated. 

The Volturno sailed from Rotterdam | 
for New York via Halifax on October 
2. She carried 24 cabin passengers, 
540 steerage passengers and a crew of | 


93. Of the 657 known to have been on} 
board, 521 have been reported saved by 
the ten vessels. 

The greatest loss of life occurred 
when four of the Volturno’s six life- 
boats were dashed to pieces against 
the side of the vessel a few minutes 
after they were launched. Other life- 
boats launched from the rescue fleet 
were also crushed by the waves. 

Early Friday morning a terrific ex- 
plosion in the Volturno’s boiler room 
almost rent the vessel in half. When 
this occurred the passengers on the 
stricken ship believed they were 
doomed, while the captains of the 
vessels which had rushed to the rescue 
could see little chance of saving those 
on the burning ship 

Suddenly the gale abated and the 
sea calmed considerably.

|Bold Bandit Plundere Mail 


Coach Near San Francisco 


San Francisco—With a_ six-shooter 
in his hand and a blue bandana wrapped 
about the lower part of his face, a 
bandit Tuesday afternoon jumped 
aboard the mail car: of the Sar Luis 
Obispo local at Burlingame, held up 
Clerks George A. Scott and Mortimer 
M. Titus, and escaped with 19 pack- 
ages of registered mail, and a greater 
quantity of the local mail. He left 
behind him not the slightest clew. 

Not until the train arrived at the 
Third and Townsend street depot in 
San Francisco, at 4 o’clock, was the 
robbery discovered. Then it was that 
Scott and Titus, tightly wrapped in 
mail sacks, were found, nearly uncon- 
scious. Resuscitated, they gave a 
fairly lucid narrative of their experience 
and a few minutes later a score of 
county deputies and United States post- 
office inspectors threw out a dragnet 
about the peninsula territory. 

It is impossible to estimate the loss 
at present. The robber rifled local 
mail from down the peninsula and took 
with him registered mail, the contents 
of which will be unknown until a check 
is made by the inspectors. 


' Athletics and Giants Beat 


Rockefeller in Short Dash 


Philadelphia—John D. Rockefeller, 
generally credited with being the 
wealthiest man in the world, will have 
to grow a little wealthier before his 
earning capacity in asprint race can 
compare with that of the members of 
the Athletics or Giants. He may have 
them in a six-day free-for-all, but the 
ball players would leave him at the 
post in a hundred-yard dash. 

The oil king is credited with an earn- 
ing capacity of $10.20 a minute, sleep- 
ing or waking. Local mathematicians 
have figured ,that members of the 
Athletics during the recent world’s 
series made $51.74 a minute, or about 
86 cents a second, while the defeated 
Giants made $34.49 a minute, or a trifle 
more than 57 cents a second. 

From their regular share, without 
any bonus that may be paid, the Ath- 
letic players received $3244 and the 
Giant players $2162. The actual play- 
ing time of the five games was 627 
minutes, divided as follows: 2:06,

London—A_ thrilling story of the 
seenes on beard the Volturno before 
and after the arrival of the rescue 
ships was told itt 4 Wireless dispatch 
\from a. passenger on. board the .Car- 

ania who had_ interviewed Walter 
‘Trintepohl, a survivor of the disaster, 
who was. taken to Liverpool on board 
‘the Cafmmanta: 

Trintepohl was enthusiastia in praise 
of the bravery and coolness of the cape 
tain and officers of the Volturno, but 
declares that the German and Belgian 
erew showed absolute cowardice and 
had to be threatened with pistols in or 
der to get them to fight the fire. 

Trintepohl leaped into the sea from 
the deck of the Volturno and swam to 
the Carmania after the deck had grown 
so hot that the soles of his shoes were 
half burned. It took him nearly an 
hour to reach the Carmania and he was 
hauled aboard in a state of exhaustion. 

Trintepohl said the fire was discov- 
ered in the forward hold about 6 0’clock 
in the morning and the passengers were 
warned by the alarm which was sounded 
a few minutes later. At 8 o'clock, 
when the first order to lower the life- 
boats was given, there was terror 
among both passengers and a_ portion 
of the crew. 

“Shortly before 8 o’clock,’’ said 
Trintepohl, ‘‘we could see the flames 
shooting from the forward hold at 
times. The smoke was swirling about 
us and the iron deck was hot. 

“Suddenly there came a great burst 
of flame through the forward hatch 
and the passengers and many members 
of the erew rushed to the stern. Ev- 
eryone was screaming and the wind 
was howling through the rigging and 
around the cabins. Every few minutes 
a great wave would dash partially over 
the vessel and we would be drenched= 

“There seemed to be plenty of boats, 
but one of the officers had told me that 
I must not get into them yet. ‘Women 
and children first,’ he said. 

“‘A few minutes later I heard some 
one order the boats to be manned. 
Then there was a rush for all the boats. 
I could see many ofthe crew fighting to 
get to the boats and I saw many wo- 
men, some with small children in their 
arms, pushed away by the sailors. How 
long this struggle lasted I do not know, 
but it seemed a long time. 

“The first officer took charge of the 
first boat. This boat was smashed 
against the ship’s side. Just as it 
reached the water it broke in two and 
all were drowned. 

‘‘Meanwhile attempts were made to 
lower the second boat. I cannot say 
who was in charge of this, but I do 
know that after the chief steward had 
thrown provisions in he jumped in 
himself. 

‘“‘There were more men than women 
and children in this boat, which’ was 
broken against the ship. All were 
drowned. 

‘*All was confusion. The ropes broke 
and the people were thrown into the 
water and drowned or killed. When 
the captain saw what had happened he 
cut the tackle of the other boats so 
that they could not be launched. 

“The firemen rushed up from below 
and refused to go back. The captain 
drew his revolver and drove them be- 
low, but soon after, as the fire was 
spreading, they were obliged to aban- 
don the engines.

ASSASSINS ONCE FORMED A VERY 
INFLUENTIAL SECT. 


Had Their Origin In the East and 
Spread Their Deadly Work Over 
Almost All Countries of 
the World. 

The assassination of King George of 
Greece recalls the fact that the word 
Iteelf is derived from a regular or 
der of men pledged to take Hfe, es 
pecially the life of a ruler. 

The assassin sect was an offshoot 
of the Shiah form of Mohammedan- 
ism, but its tenets comprised frag- 
ments nf magianism (or sorcery), Jus 
daism and Christianity, as well as of 
the teachings of the Koran. It was 
in some respects not unlike the Druses 
of Mount Lebanon, with whose out- 
breaks the name of Lord Dufferin was 
honorably connected long before he 
| bstime-gevexnur general of Canada. 

Ite founder, who gave it his name, 
was Hassan Ken Sabah, chief of the 
famous mountain fortress of Alamoot 
In Persia, about 1090. He gathered 
about him a body of fearless young 
men, pledged to obey him and highly 
trained in various methods of mur. 
der. These dapatched, ganeraily 
singly, to end wars by killing kings 
or generals, or to destroy rivals or 
personal enemies, 

In order to give them courage for 
thetr villainous work, they were taught 
to make use of haschish, the drug 
called chang in India, derived from 
the leaves of the common hemp plant, 
which is terribly intoxicating. In Ara- 
bic they were called haschischin trom 
this fact. 

These men followed their instruc 
tions in every country, as is shown by 
the fact that all the European nations 
have the word in their languages, as- 
sassinen in German, assassin in 
‘French, aesino in Spanish, assas#ino 
'{n Portuguese and Italian, etc. But 
they flourished especially in the east, 
| where they also used the terror of 
their name for blackmailing purposes. 

The Knight Templars tn the time of 
‘Richard Coeur de Lion, fought them 
lopenly, the leaders of the crusades 
having suffered seriously from their 
designs, and also spread the knowl- 
‘edge of them and of their leader, 
| known to them as the “Old Man of the 
, Mountains,” throughout christendom. 

Not even Persia had more horrible 
assassinations than had France at the 
time of the revolution, and there was 
awful rightfulness in the words in 
_which the tyrant Robespierre ad- 
| dressed the national convention, when 
he was refused permission to make a 
‘defense against the fate to which he 
‘had consigned so many, and which 

now threatened him: “President of As- 
sassins,” said the deposed ruffian, “for 
‘the last time I ask Hberty to sneak.” 
‘for by assassins nowadays we mean 
not members of the sect of that name, 
but a murderer who spills life blood

When you get to the places where 
the arches are to stand, set iron 
sockets to receive them in the con- 
crete. letting about an inch and a 
half extend above it to bring the 
tops of them even with the finishing 
coat.

These directions, carefully followed, 
will give you a ground upon which 
you can “calculate” your play almost 
as well as the billiardist does his on 
the billiard table. 

Of course you will have no cushion

Jn selecting the location for the

Most croquet grounds and tennis 
grounds are lacking in one tmportant 
feature so far as the lookers-on at

shade. 

The boys of the family can make 
seats at very small expense, and not 
only get much pleasure «ut of the 
making of them, but a good deal of 
| good experience in the handling of 
tools, which will be beneficial in other 
, undertakings. 

These seats can be made by setting 
four posts—preferably cedar, un- 
peeled—a sufficient depth- in the 
ground to make them firm: I would 
suggest two feet for the width and 
six feet for the length. 

Let the front post stand about six 
feet above the ground, and the rear 
ones about five and a half. This will 
give a little slope to the roof. 

At a convenient height from the 
ground nail stout strips of wood 
around the frame-work formed by the 
poles, on which to make the seat, 
which can be of boards or slats or 
canvas. 

For the roof of the seats fasten 
strips of wood to the posts, both 
lengthwise and crosswise, letting them 
project at least about a foot or more 
in all directions so that ample shade 
may be secured. 

Then tack on lath or strips of thin 
wood in such a manner as to form a 
support for the vines that will be 
trained over them. 

The best vine to train over these 
seats is the wild cucumber and the 
morning glory. Both of these are of 
very rapid growth and easy culture. 
By midsummer the plants will have 
reached the roof and covered it,
